What is the 
cause of this? Fuctorymen ordinarily charge 2% 
cents per pound for making up cheese, and 5 cents 
for butter.

Another remedy is for the manufacturer to 
return to the dairyman a pound of cheese for nine 
or ten pounds of milk. e shouid account to the 
dairyman at the market price of cheese that month.

THE PRODUCTION OF GOOD MILE. 
Some dairymen adalterate their milk avd deliver 
it in an im condition. My dairy produces 250 
gallons of milk per day. The manufacturers 
should have the responmsipility of the quality of 
the milk pat upon them. The cow-stables gen- 
erally are not calculated to keep milk pure under 
the system. The Judge described an un

Testimony of a Number of Medical 
Men. : 


The Finding of the Bullet at the Second 
Examination. 


— 


Every seat and nearly all the standing - room in 
the Criminal Court was occupied mern- 
ing, about halt the population of La Grange being 
present, and there were almost as many women in 
attendance as during the Sülitvan trial. The ac- 
cused, Mrs. Clark and St. Peter, were as calm as 
any of the spectators, neither s¢eming to realize 
that his or her life depended upon the judgment of 
twelve men. Under the order of the Court, Miss 
Benoit, St. Peter's flance, was excluded from the 
room, so ha sat alone all day. An exception’ nav 
ing been made in the case Of Mrs. Freeman, the 
sister of Mra. Clark, she had same one to encour- 


age her. 

When the session opened Mr. Munn called the 
attention of the Court to the fact that the names 
of two new witnesses had been put on the indict- 
ment since Wednesday. This was unfair, and he 


protested against it. 

Mr. Weber sald that he intended to give the ae- 
fense notice. 

The Court remarked that if there were any wit- 
nesses who knew anything material there should be 
notice sufficient to enable the defendants to meet 
their testimony. As this case would take 
some time, he would not iaterfere, as there would 
not bea surprise. He would delay the trial if 
necessary. 

„The defense noted an exception. 

The list of witnesses for the prosecution was 
theu called over, and many of them were absent, 
Mr. Weber said something about attachments. 
Judge Gary remarked that it was clear that he 
had no right to imprison witnesses when they re- 
sponded to the subpanas and Were semt out of the 

room until they were wanted. 

This ruling resulted iu a consaltation among the 
lawyers, the result of which was a modification of 
the order of exclusion, so that it should apply only 
to the physicians and the experta.

THE DISFRANCHISEMENT OF THE B 

The effective point urged by Mr. Bram 
in his address supporting his resolution of 
inquiry as to whether the constitutional 
rights of American citizens were violated in 
the late electon, may be thus stated: The 
South claims a representation in Oongress 
apportioned to the total population, inelud- 
ing hegroes as well as whifts, but the practi- 
cal disfranchisement of the blacks permits 
the white voters of the South to elect nearly 
twice as many Representatives gs they would 
be entitled to if the blacks were excluded in 
the apportionment aswell as in voting. This 
proposition edlarges the scope of the discus- 
sion, for it is not only a question whether 
the blacks shall be protected in the rights 


. guaranteed them by the ‘constitutional 


amendments, but a question whether one 
Southern white's vote shall equal the votes of 
two Northern whites. The question is, 
whether the negro population OF the South 
shall be used for the politacal e- 
ment of the very class that fraudulently and 
violently deprive the blacks of their political 
rights, and thus enable their oppressors to 
prevail over the whites at the North who 
would otherwise protect them in their polit- 
ical rights. 

Mr. Bramm statement of the case is none 
too broad, as his comparative statistics show. 
The three States of South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, and Louisiana have seventeen Repre- 
sentatives, apportioned on the basis of 1,035,- 
000 white votes and 1,224,000 colored votes; 
nine of the Representatives given to these 
three States were apportioned by reason of 
the colored population, which was not per- 
mitted to elect one of them. The result is 
that 1,035,000 white voters have as many 
Representatives in Congress, and as large a 
voice in the affairs of the nation, as the 
2,247,000 white voters of Iowa and Wiscon- 
sin, which likewise have seventeen Repre- 
sentatives. In other words, as Mr. Buaine 
puts it, 60,000 white people in those 
Southern States have precisely the 
same political power as 132,000 white people 
have in Iowa and Wisconsin.” This state of 
things gives the South even more advantage 
over the North than it enjoyed in the days 
of Slavery. Then the whites elected Repre- 
sentatives to Congress for three-fifths of 
their slave population in addition to their 
own apportionment; now the Southern ap- 
portionment inclndes the entire colored pop- 
ulation, which, as a matter of fact, has no 
more voice in choosing the Representative 
than it had while in a condition of slavery. 

This argument is based, of course, upon 
the assumption that the colored voters are 
practically disfranchised, which is the sub- 
ject of mquiry. But that the assumption is 
strong enough to warrant the inquiry is evi- 
dent from the fact that, while thirty-five of 
the Representatives from the Southern 
States were assigned by reason of the col- 
ored population, not more than four of the 
members of Congress from the South belong 
to the political party with which the blacks 
vote almost solidly. Moreover, the assump- 
tion is not weakened, but rather strength- 
ened, by the fact that the Demotrats who 
benefit by the disproportionate representa- 
tion are bringing such men as Tuurman and 
Laman to the front to oppose the inquiry 
into its accuracy.

THE HOUSE BILL 11 RAIL- 
ROAD TES. 


The House of Representatives on Wednes- 


day passed a bill on the subject of regulating. 


the rates of transportation by railroads 
where the service is performed between or 
through two or more States. Fortunately, 
in this case, the question of power has al- 
ready been determined judicially. The laws 
known as the Granger laws, whereby the 
Legislatures of several States enacted a max- 
imum for rates on goods and passenger 
transportation within State limits, have all 
been held by the Supreme Court to be clearly 
within the powers of the Legislature. The 
Constitution of the United States confers 
upon Congress the direct authority to 
regulate commerce with foreign nations, and 


among the several States, and with the In- 


dian tribes.” No one, therefére, disputes 
the constitutionality of the bill passed by 
‘Congress on Wednesday. 

While the necessity of such a bill is con- 
ceded, and the principle of the bill is sound, 
there are objections to some of its details 
which defeat the beneficent purposes of the 
Legislature. The bill provides that railroads 
on continuous lines through States must 
charge the same rate of freight and furnish 
the same facilities to all persons. The car- 
riage must be continnous, and all rebates 
and drawbacks are prohibited. Combina- 
tions, contracts, agreements, changes of 
schedules by breaking bulk to prevent con- 
tinuous carriage, are prohibited. Combina- 
tions for pooling of freights of competing 
roads are forbidden. The same proportion- 
ate rates must be charged for short roads an J 
distances as for long distances. Schedules 
of rates and distances are to be kept posted. 
To enforee the law, heavy penalties are pro- 
vided against both the companies and the 
officers. 

It will be seen that the bill proposes to re- 
quire that rates of transportation shall be 
proportioned by mileage. That fifty car- 
loads moved 1,000 miles shall pay per car the 
gam rate per mile as one car shall pay when 
moved fifty miles. The injustice and in- 
equality of this basis for a rate of transporta- 
tion are obvious. The cost of handling the 
cars, switching, unloading, and the idle time 
of cars at stations waiting for freight, are all 
items entering into the cost of hauling mer- 
chandise. All these items are as great in thé 
case of one car having but 25 to 50 miles to 
be hauled as it is if the car has to be moved 
200, 500, or 800 miles. The multiplicity, the 
many thousands of stations on all the rail- 
road lines to which cars have to be sent, and 
many times empty, to be loaded, creates a 
demand for an immense number of cars 
scattered at various points, and numbering 
one or two at each station. These have to 
be picked up,—the business of a dozen or 
more stations being necessary to make up a 
train. All this is eostly, and swells the 
actual cost of transportation in far greater 
proportion than the handling of long trains 
having longer distances to go. Asstiming 
that the actual cost of transportation of grain 
having 1,000 miles to be hauled without 
breaking the train is one-half cent per ton 
per mile, the cost of moving (ingluding load- 
ing and unloading) a ton of grain forty miles 
must be much greater per ton per mile. The 
entire cost of hauling a car-load—-ten to 
thé forty miles would be only $2,—not equal 
to the daily rent of the car. The bill is 
wrong in that it makes mileage the standard 
of freight rates. The cost of making up a train 
is necessarily the same, whether it has to be 
hauled 100 or 800 miles. As the actual cost 
of transportation is largely incurred before 
the train is putin motion, it can readily be 
understood that the longer the haul the 
smaller per mile is the cost of operating. 
Thus, if we put the cost to the railway, in- 
cluding all expenses, of placing a loaded car 
in @ train ready to be moved at $6, that cost 


| must be distributed over the distance which 


the car is hauled. If the distance be sixty 
miles, the expense is ten times as greafper 
mile as if the distance was 600 miles, The 
bill which passed the House of Representa- 
tives prohibits the railway companies from 
carrying goods 600 miles at any rate per mile 
less than the roads can afford to do so per 
mile for sixty miles only. 

This country is a large one. The distances 
are great. Continuous railroad carriage is 
common between San Francisco and Chicago 
or New York, In a hort time there will be 
continuous railroad carriage from Chicago by 
way of Fort Yuma to San Francisco. Daily 
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carriage 
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to Kansas, Nebraska, Dakota, ‘Arkansas, and 
New Orleans are of frequent occurrence. Is 
a railroad to demand the same rate per mile 
on these long distances, varying from 500 to 
1,000 and even to 3, 000 miles, that it must 
oharge the local stations on its line? 

The passage of the bill in its present shape, 
instead of being a regulation of inter- State 
commerce, will be eqmvalent to a prohibition 
of such Commerce. It will prohibit trans- 
portation for long distances; it will break up 
what is known as through travel, and reduce 
everything to local rates and local traffic. 
The producer in Kansas, Texas, Nebraska, 
and Dakota is more interested in cheap rates 
of transportation for long distances than he 
is in the rate to his State line. The man in 
Kansas who has something to sell knows 


that alf he can get for his crop is the price 


paid at St. Louis, Chicago, New York, or 
Baltimore, less the cost of transportation. 
The rate for transportation within the 
limits of Kansas may be such that, if 
applied proportionately per mile all the way 
to market, will consume the whole shipment 
by the time it reaches St. Louis, bring the 
shipper largely in debt at Chicago, and to be 
received at New York will require a cash 
draft to be sent with it for twice the value 
of the grain to pay the freight. Continuous 
carriage, at rates proportioned to the cost of 
moving, is one thing, but continuous car: 
riage at rates proportioned per mile, at the 
cost of moving ten miles or fifty miles, is a 
very different thing. In the one case the 
transportation of corn from the remotest 
point of the interior to the seaboard and 
leave a profit to the producer is possible ; 
but, under the bill as it passed the House of 
Representatives, 200 miles from the farm 
will be perhaps the utmost limit which the 
value of the corn ean possibly pay the cost 
of its own Carriage. 

The House of Representatives is entitled 
to the thanks of the country for the passage 
of the bill asserting the principle of legisla- 
tive control, and for the courage with which 
it met the question. The details of the bill, 
however, are defective, but in a particular 
wherein it can easily be amended. [If the 
Senate will give this matter proper consider- 
tion, and amend the bill so as to allow rail- 
roads to carry freight long distances at any 
rate they are willing to accept, leaving the 
prohibitions against combination and pool- 
ing in force, the country will give to that 
body and to all those who vote for the bill 
an earnest and hearty indorsement. It is 
easy to amend and remedy this defect in the 
House bill, and it is to be seen whether the 
Senate is as able as the House to resist the 
seductions and the threats of the transpor- 
tation monopolies,

WORTH OF AMERICAN $11 SILVER DOLLARS 


The advocates of the — standard have 
caused the silver dischssion to be confused 
considerably by the characterization of the 
standard dollar as an “ 85-cent dollar.“ 
This assumption is based simply on the 
fact that the value in gold of 8714 grains 
of German dombnetined bullion, at the Lon- 
don quotation of silver bullion, is worth at 
present from 85 to 86 beuts of the American 
gold dollar. In other words, the coin which 
is the old standard “dollar is treated in the 
discussion by the géld-bugs as bullion of a 
certain weight and not as the legal dollar 
itself. The reply is generally made 
to this unwarranted assumption is, to de- 
mand whether the pefson who enunciates it 
has any silver dollars jo sell for 85, or 95, or 
99 cents, or whether he has anything to sell 
for which he will notaccept standard silver 
dollars at the rate’ bf 100 cents apicce. 
Thus cornered, thé goldite retorts by 
paying that the 400 cents’ value is 
national and not international, or, more 
properly, that it is a home value which 
is not recognized abroad. You may 
exchange your standard silver dollar at the 
rate of 100 cents in gold within the territory 
and jurisdiction of the United States Govern- 
ment,” say the gold-bngs, * but the moment 
you send it abroad you will find that you 
cannot get more thani85 cents for it.” And 
this statement is genérally permitted by the 
silver meu to pass as true, though, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the standard American dollar is 
worth about 100 cents in Liverpool, or Lon- 
don, or Paris, as well as in Chicago, or New 
York, or Boston, and.is so rated and can be 
exchanged at that value. 

The status of the American silver dollar 
abroad can be determined by the status of 
the foreign silver coins in this country. It 
must be kept in mind that the American 
silver dollar contains 3 per cent more of the 
metal in the relation it holds to the gold 
dollar than do the English, French, or Ger- 
man silver corns. If it be found, then, that 
English, French, and German silver coins 
retain their face value as coins in this coun- 
try, and are not estimated by the mere 
amount of non-legal-tender metal they 
contain, the American silver coins of greater 
relative intrinsic value must be similarly 
rated in European markets. Thus the En- 
glish gold pound sterling is worth in Ameri- 
ean money $4.86} ; but the latest coin quo- 
tations in New York show that English silver, 
which is only a legal tender for $10, 
is rated at $4.85, or as much as the English 
gold less the extra cost of transportation. 
The value of the French franc in American 
money is 19.3 cents, so that the gold five-frano 
piece is worth 96.5. The latest New York 
quotations show that the silver five-frane 
pieces in this country bring 94 cents in gold, 
or as much as the gold five-franc piece is 
worth with an allowance for charges on 


» shipment, although its mer@ bullion value 


would not exceed 81 cents. So in London or 
Liverpool, the broker will give as much for 


five American standard silver dollars as he 


will for an American half-eagle gold piece 
within a fractional difference to allow for 
more freight charges on silver than 
on gold. Practically, then, the American 
merchant can buy as much of any given 
commodity in London and Paris with Ameri- 
can silver dollars as he can with American 
gold. The American traveler can exchange 
his standard silver dollars for about as much 
English gold as he could acquire for the same 
number of gold dollars. 

The reason is plain enough. It is because 
the foreign bankers, by returning the money 
to the United States, can get the same value 
for the American silver dollar as for the 
American gold dollar. He only needs to 
allow, then, for any small difference th 
may be in freight charges of the coins. 

The balance of trade is enormously against 
Europe, and merchants and bankers over 
there are only too glad to get their hands 
upon American standard silver dollars, as 
they are as good to them as gold. A hundred 
millions of such American dollars would be 
received with avidity in Europe, and eireu- 
Yated or held there until needed for gemit- 
tance to this country to pay for breadstuffs, 
cotton, meats, ste, Nobody over there 
would think 2 quoting our standard legal- 
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tender — —— other 


figure under 99 cents in gold. 


It is false, therefore, to say that the stand- © 
ard silver dollar is worth only 85 cents here | 
or anywhere. It is. worth just what the 


American gold dollar is everywhere, and it 
will exchange for just as much with the 
' bankers and merchants of any country which 
has commercial dealings with the United 
States, The London, Paris, or Berlin broker 
would not exchange 7 dollars for gold 
dollars at the rate 85 cents for 
the former any more than the New 
York broker would do the same ab- 
surd thing. If the old demonetized German 
thalers sent to London for sale bring only 
their bullion value, it is because they are no 
longer legal-tender, and will not be recog- 


nized as lawful coin if returned to Germany. 
But while American silver dollars are weight- 


ed at the rate of 16 to 1 of gold, and while 
the silver dollar remains a full legal-tender 
as well as the gold dollar, there is no danger 
that the former will be received for less than 
100 sents in any country where the ratio of 
159 ol silver to 1 of gold prevails, There ts 
not the smallest warrant for denominating 
the standard silver dollar as an “ 85-cent 
coin,” and there is no commercial country 
and no sane man that will refuse to allow 
practically gold value in exchange for them. 
The 85-cent phrase is a deliberate decep- 
tion, and the men who employ it know it to 
be such. Its use is designed to belittle and 
to cast a slur upgn those who advocate the 
old standard dollar. 


The Staats-Zeitung follows up its unac- 
countable hostility to Sheriff Horruaxx, which 
was manifest enough during the campaign, 
by encouraging a redaction below 25 cents of 
the allowance. for dieting prisoners, though 
this allowance is 10 cents less than was paid 
to ex-Sheriff Kenn, and will yield the pres- 
ent Sheriff from $10,000 to $15,000 de per 
annum than his predecessor received.

‘The first issue of 5-20 bonds was suthorized 
by the act of Feb. 25, 1862. The law in regard 
to their payment reads as follows: 

Sec, 2. The Secretary of the Treastry is hereby 
authorized to issue on the credit of the United 
States coupon or registered bonds. to an amount 
not exceeding $500,000,000, redeemable at the 
pleasure of ine United States after five years and 
payable twenty yeirs from date, and bearing ia- 

erest at the rate of 6 per centum per annum, puy- 
able sémi-annually. 

Sec. 5. That all duties on imported goods shall 
be paid in coin, . .. änd the coin so paid 
shall be set spect as a special fund, and shall be 
applied as follows: (1) To the payment in coin of 
the interest on the bonds and notes of the U mes 
States. (2) To the purchase or payment of 1 p 
— otum of the entire debt of the United States, 570 

be made cach fiscal year after the lst day of Jaly, 
1862, which is to be set apart as 4 sinking fund, 
and the interest of which shall in like matiner be 
applied to the purchase or payment of the public 
debt as the Secretary shall from time to time di- 
fect. 

That is all that is said in the first act author- 
izing the issue of the 520 bonds, of which 
$517,780,500 were sold, and they were all re- 
deemed and paid off during Grant’s Adminis- 
tration in coin, as the law unquestionably con- 
templated. The act does not say that those 
bonds were payable in money.“ or “‘green- 
backs,” or “ United States notes,” or “lawful 


money“; but it dees set apart the coin receiv- 


able from duties to pay the interest and brinei- 
pal of the bonds, and they were all called in and 
redeemed in coin. It is useless to multiply any 
more words on the subject. 


Official returns made to the Bureau of Statis- 
tics show that during the month of November, 
1878, there arrived at the port of New York 
5,852 immigrants, of whom 8,604 were males 
and 2,248 females. There also arrived during 
the month 3,038 passengers, of whom 2,612 were 
citizens of the United States returning from 
abroad, and 421 sojourners. During the month 
of November, 1877, the arrivais at the port were 
4,745 immigrants (2,797 males and 1,948 fe- 
males), 1,949 citizens of the United States, and 
272 sojourners. During the twelve months 
ended Nov. 30, 1878, there arrived at the port 
$1,265 immigtants, against 66,111 for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Of the total 
number of immigrants arrived during the 
month of November, 1878, there were from Eu- 
gland, 1,050; Scotland, 1,116; Wales, 25; Ire- 
laud, 626; Germany, 1,690; Austria, 248; ‘Swe- 
den, 333; Norway, 8; Denmark, 86; France, 
222; Switzerland, 110;-Spain, 14; Italy, 661; 
Holland, 17; Belgium, 13; Russia, 377; Poland, 
22; Hungary, 60; Cuba, 11; Bermuda, 12; Bar- 
badoes, 8; Nova Scotia, 5; Quebec, 4; New- 
ſoundland, 1; Venezuela, 2; Greece, 1; Trini- 
dad, 1; and Morocco, 1.

A plain, strong-faced man, with searching eyes. 
érect, stalwart, broad-shouldered, and compact, 
walke briskly down thé stage, courteously recog- 
nises the applause of the audience, but without any 
unnecessary grimacing, places his violin in posi- 
tion, and addresses himself to his work without 
flotirish. This is August Wilhelm), one of the few 
really great violinists of the world. and the trusty 
Heutenant whom Wagner selected to lead his vio- 
linists through the intricate mazes of the Tri- 
logy.” To criticise this man iu the presence of 
such consummate skill and of such noble style 
would be an impertinence. It is better to enjoy 
and to be thankful for having heard him. We have 
merely show-players enough who offer opportuni- 
ties for criticism, Artists of Wilhelmj’s stamp age 
not 60 common. 

It is not difficult to indicate his merits, for they 
abound. In his manner he is easy, simple, and 
dignified, He has himself under perfect control, 
so that there is no personal assertion, and the 
hearer is left free to consider the playing witnout 
any of the offensive mannerisms 80 frequent on 
the stage to attract the attention.

ful violinists as a show piece. There are @ifiict)- 
ties enongh in it and great diversities of style, but 
difficuities do not seem to trouble this healthy 
layer.

A NIAGARA BRIDGE.

It was reported that several operators in Mil- 
waukee have united in an effort to find out what 
are the prospects for receipts of wheat, aud bave 
arrived at the conclusion that delivenes in the 
country are falling off. They say that our present 
receipts are drawing upon the stocks in country 
clevators, and that smaller receipts may be ex- 
pecta here shortly, as they are already diminished 
at winter wheat points. On the contrary, the 
bears here assert that there are no signs of such a 
decrease; and, furthermore, that the rumors of 
through freights to Europe at 50c per 100 Ibs have 
simply been got up by the bulls to influence prices 
of wheat. 

It is confidently stated that rail rates to the sea- 
board were cut yesterday, and that the cut would 
probably be an open one very soon, 

The total quantity of grain in store here last Sat- 
urday was about 8,000,000 bu, or very little more 
than half the nominal capacity of our elevators, 
while several of them are now crowded for room. 
Some transfers are now being made. The C. B. 4 
Q. elevators are sending grain to the Central, which 
are only about one-third full, and to the Vincent 
houses, which are little more than one-fiftn full. 
It is confidently expected that there will be a turo 
in freights within the next thirty days, which will 
permit the stuff to be moved eastward at lower 
rates than those now named by carriers. Of course. 
itis understood that a warehouse can scarcely be 
operated to its nominal capacity, even if the ex- 
istence of many different grades would permit all 
the bins to be filled. 

One of our largest shippers stated yesterday that 
the quotations for wheat on the other side of the 
Atlantic are not for our standard grades of No. 2 
and No. 3, but rather correspond to our No. 3 and 
rejected, and that he does not believe a single 
cargo of straight No. 2 wheat has left New York 
on this crop. Another prominent shipper says 
that itis all nonsense to talk about No. 2 quota- 
tions on No. 3, and that anybody who wants to 
know about it had better ship a cargo and try 
for himself. Again, a prominent party in the 
European trade states that about 90 per cent of 
the wheat shipped from this city since Aug. 1 was 
on direct orders, and the men on the other 
side who sent those orders seemed to know 
what they were doing, while there was all the time 
a big distavor im quotations. The same gentie- 
man intimated to our reporter that the difference 
in quality between No. 2 and No. 3 is much great- 
er than it has been claimed to be, and that he is 
not sure that the difference in value is not about 
equal to the present difference in prices. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday, though the early feeling in 
grain was tame, with a downward tendency in 
quotations. There was apparently nothing in the 
advices from other points to give increased 
strength, but the local talent was in favor of filling 
shorts,—a fact probably based on the current ru- 
mors of iower freights,. and possibly helped by 
other ramors of a stronger war feeling in the Old 
World. 

Dry goods: remained very quiet, with no quota- 
ble variation in prices. The grocery market pre- 
sented no new features. There was a good demand 
for the season, and the general tenor of prices was 
steady and firm. Dried fruits met with a fairly 
active inquiry, with values showing no appreciable 
change. Fish remain dull and nominally un- 
changed. There was a good demand for the better 
grades of butter, and full prices were being ob- 
iained.

Two 
cars were appealed, and the grade raised by the 
Appeal Committee to No. 2 hard (one of the mem- 
bers of the Committee being precluded from pass- 
ing judgment on the wheat because his firm were 
the consignees). By some arrangement or under- 
standing, and without reinspection or examina- 
tion by the Appeal Commitice, the whole ten cars 
were passed into the elevator, put inte three bins 
with the balance of the lot, receipts issued for the 
whole as No. 2 bard wheat, and sold. 

After some 1,200 ba from one bin were de- 
livered by the elevator, the House - Inspector refused 
to pass more out as above No. 3. A second bin was 
then started, and soon the wheat from that bin be- 
gan to run 80 poor in quality that it was refused, 
and the Assistant Inspector called. He examined 
it and pronounced it No. 3. and it was taken back 
into the eievavor. As soon as the facts relating to 
the inspection ‘became known, a.tender wf the 
wheat then remaining in the warehouse was made 
to the parties who sold it and who were the con- 
signees, They declined to re. it. Four cars 
were then loaded with it for the of rein- 
spection, it 82 claimed that — rules forbid a 
reinspection in the honse. 

It is proper to say that the buyer sent to the 
elevator for sample, and the wheat was not as 
assample. There seems to de a lack of harmony
